FOREST PRESERVATION. 


Legislation Xeecuary to Prevent the De- 


struction of Wood-Land!. 


The situation of our American wood- 


lands, and the fact that in England 
even stimgent measures are under 
(.•onsuleiation for the increase of the 
forests, give the experience of the 
smallest State in Europe considerable 
inteiest in forestry. It was found in 
1863 that an enormous quantity of 
wood was being imported into Switzer- 
land, and that the native yield 
amounted to almost nothing. 
The 


S\\iss Government, on ascei taming the 
situation, immediately reorganized the 
Foiest Department, and placed all the 
foii'sts under the control of the State 
The owneis of wooded lands could not 
cut down tiees without the consent 
of a Government official. Even barren 
hillsides could not be touched with the 
axe. The severe measure at once pie- 
vented the waste of wood, and made 
the cantonal forests even a souice of 
le^euue, both to individuals and to the 
State. The result was that in 188G, 
each acre of forest under Goveinment 
control gave a free yearly revenue of 
one dollar and twenty-five cents an 
acte. 
The example of Switzerland 


L'otiM not easily be repeated in a largei 
count; y where the btate is less per- 
fectly controlled, but many of the 
closely settled countries of Europe 
have been compelled to resort to 
similar measures in order to prevent 
the exhaustion of their timber and the 
waste of their forests. It is reported 
that the Russian Government has 
undertaken the restoration of the 
foiebts 
of 
Turkestan, which had 


bfen 
wasted 
in 
recent 
years, 


and by whose disappearance the coun- 
tiy was taking on the character of a 
deseit. It is believed that England is 
well situated for the easy restoration of 
its forest wealth, and that in no long 
time measures which have already re- 
ceived attention for the conversion of 
oui own waste lands into forests in 
Ntw England will commend them- 
selves fo private enterprise, if they do 
not take the form of State legislation. In 
Svvitzeiland the Government even went 
so fai as to grant a subsidy of from 
Unity to fifty per cent, of the total 
cost of planting forest trees, and, in 
addition, supplied the owners of waste 
lands with young trees from the State 
n in soi IBS at a price much below theii 
pi nne cost for this purpose 
The time 


is not far distant when legislation will 
be necessary m our own country in tho 
scvoial States to prevent the wholesale 
dcsti notion of forests, on whose pres- 
et vation depend the agricultural and 
iiulustiial welfare of a large pait of 
oui population. Even in New England 
tlio ravages of the lumbermen in the 
foi ests about and in the White Mount- 
ain region have already seriously af- 
fected the country between the mount- 
ains and the sea, and have partially 
dued up the streams which used to 
diive the wheels of the mills without 
tiouble all through the dry season.— 
Boston Herald.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ina., May 13.—A terrible 


sorrow has fallen on the home of Mr. 
Thos. Jordan, No. 32 Park avenue, his 
wife, Mrs. Ida A. Jordan, first administer- 
ing a fatal dose of poison 
to their 


youngest son and then committing suicide 
by cutting her own throat. The terrible 
tragedy occurred about one o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and it was discovered by 
Mr. Jordan, who was awakened by the 
troubled breathing of the little one, only 
to discover that he was past all medical 
aid, while his wife was already dead. 
When found she was lying on the bed 
with the razor still in her hand, and the 
little boy, a sturdy youngster, aged four 
years, was by her side, unconscious— 
owing to the fatal dose which had been 
administered—and lying in a pool of 
blood. 


Mr. Jordan was formerly a member of 


the firm of Noel, Jordan & Co., grain deal- 
ers, on Virginia avenue, but in 1879 he 
closed out and removed to Richmond, 
this State, where he resided for saveral 
years. While at Richmond he had reason 
to fear that Mrs. Jordan was becoming 
mentally affected, this fear being con- 
firmed by the fact that three of her 
uncles had gone insane, and by the (id- 
vice of her mother, Mrs. Mary L. Grid- 
ley, of Chicago, she was persuaded to 
pass several months iu that city, while 
Mr. Jordan returned 
to 
Indianapolis. 


Something over one year ago slie became 
interested in the teachings of what is 
known as Christian 
science, and she 


attended

the institute eontroled by Mrs. Emma 
Hopkins, No. 2019 Indiana avenue, in thai 
city, and in time also practised the heal- 
ing art. Last August her mental infirmi- 
ty became quite pronounced, intensified 
as it was by the enthusiasm with whict 
she devoted herself to the new theory, and 
she wrote to her husband complaining 
that her head felt as if a baud was around 
it, compressing it beyond endurance, and 
when he reached Chicago he found hei 
distressed for fear that her condition 
would necessitate her removal to the in- 
sane asylum. This seemed to prey upon 
her mind as the one absorbing ide?, anil 
Mr. Jordan, 
upon the repeated as- 


surance 
of

Hopkins Institute that she would be bene- 
fited by a course of treatment in th eii 
bands, finally sent her to this place, 
where she remained for some time, and 
seemed to be materially benefited. As 
afterward developed, however, the im- 
provement was but transitory. Mrs, Jor- 
dan often gave way to melancholy spells, 
spending much of her time during these 
attacks in tears, and she had been heard 
to express a wish that herself and the 
younger sou, to whom she was most de- 
votedly attached, were dead. She returned 
recently, and Friday night's tragedy was 
the sequel. 


Mr. Jordan is crushed by the calamity, 


and he is firmly of the belief that but for 
her embracing the 
Christian science 


theory, and permitting it to become the 
one absorbing idea of her life, whatevei 
mental disturbances under which she la- 
bored, would have been slight and easily 
eradicated. 
Upon tho occasion of his 


first visit 1 o Chicago, when he was sum- 
moAed by a letter from her mother, h« 
earnestly warned his wife of the danger ol 
giving way so entirely to its influences, 
but while she admitted the force of hia 
arguments, still she was unable to govern 
herself by his advice.

Bishop Taylor spoke of the small amount 


of ministerial support reported, and the 
twenty-five hundred dollars added to il 
yearly from the ministerial treasury for 
[twenty-six] ministers, besides pensions 
to the widows. The work is carried ou 
mainly by the productive industries of 
these men and a corps of local preachers 
in charge of circuits and stations. 


After Bishop Taylor had finished read-

to report as soon as possible in regard to 
whether the Discipline can be so changed 
that Bishops can be assigned to confer- 
ence districts.

a resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five who shall 
consider and report upon ohurcli union. 
Referred to the committee ou the church. 


Eev. Charles C. McLean, of St. .Tohns 


River Conference, created quite a sensa- 
tion by offering a resolution to tho effect 
that no one should bo elected or conse- 
crated Bishop until he had taken a cast- 
iron oath to abstain from the use of to- 
bacco. It was voted down. 


Rev. Dr. E. E. Lymun, of Rock Rivei 


Conference offered a resolution pro- 
viding that evangelists be admitted to the 
conferences and be under the authority of 
the Bishops, Referred to a conmiilipp. 


The St. Lotiis conference asked Hint the 


next General conference be held in St 
Louis, May 1,1890. Referred to the com- 
mittee on rules. 


A resolution from the Kansas confer- 


ence was offered to the effect that a mass- 
meeting be held by members of tho con- 
ference to protest against, the liquor traf- 
fic. It was moved to lay the resolution oc 
the table, aud lost. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on temperance. 


A largo number of memorials were pre- 


sented and referred to committees. 


Adjourned until Monday.

And 
this election shall be held under tlie direction of 
the preacher in charge and two laymen chosen 
by the Qiiarterly Conference, who shall superin- 
tend the details of election, and within ten days 
thereafter shall report the results of the election 
to the presiding elder of the district, who shall 
report the same to the Bishop of the ensuing 
Conference, who shall report the same to the 
General Conference.

GoliD-HKAXKD tttlK Umbrellas, the 


finest in the market, at B. Stine's. dt 


Season and Condition of Crops. 
The weather during Hie past week, except in 


tlie most northern counties, has been warm and 
favorable for the growth of vegetation. Kliowt'i's 
have been quite general throughout the state 
and the grass and gvaiu have been greatly bctie- 
Iltted thereby. The lack of sunshine has been 
the only drawback to the seasonable growth ot 
crops. Tlie most discouraging feature of the 
season is the preseueh of chinch-bugs, cut-worms 
and other injurious insects in unusual numbers 
in many central anil southern counties. 


WISTKU WHEAT— Tlie condition ot winter 


wheat indicates that In the northern division of 
tlie state, where but little wheat is grown, there 
will fie about three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre. In the central division a large extent 
o£ the area was winter-killed and the growing 
crop will not make much over half an average 
yield per acre. In the southern division of the 
state tlie con Jltion of the crop gives promise of 
making about two-thirds of un average yield per 
acre. 


Si'iUNO WJIKAT— There is belter than the 


average stand |oE spring wheat In the northern 
division o£ the state ami with favorable condi- 
tions until harvest there will be nearly an aver- 
age yield per acre. The prospects for this crop 
are not as favorable in Die central counties, in 
which the yield per acre is likely to be about 
lifteeii pel- cent, below an averse. 


COKJ4— The prospects t'oi com have not been 


more encouraging at any corresponding season 
for some years past. The recent rains have put 
the ground in good condition for this crop. Tlie 
early planted corn In the central counties Is up 
and looks well. Tho cut-worms are reported as 
doing damage to tiie corn in some of the south- 
ern counties. 


OATS— Tliis crop looks well and has been ben- 


elitted by the recent ruins. The prospects are 
favorable tor an average yield per aere. 


AIKADOWS AND J'ASTUIIKK— Tim late rains 


have greatly improved tin: condition of grass 
lands. The prospects are favorable for from 
one-half to thrce-tourUis of an average yield of 
hay per acre.
